A broad area of low pressure (Invest 93L) over the NW Caribbean Sea is expected to gradually
strengthen as it moves NW across the Yucatan Peninsula later today and over the southern or
central Gulf of Mexico through Tuesday where a tropical or subtropical cyclone is expected to
form.
